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The following pages contain the Order of Daily Ser- 
vice, with the intonations, and the harmonies of the 
responses, as used in the Abbey Church of St. Peter, 
Westminster. The plain-chant (or priest's part) is, 
with some slight deviations, as old as the Reforma- 
tion ; and the harmonies themselves bear evidence of 
considerable antiquity, although the exact period of 
their introduction into the Church is not known. 
ITiey are here noted down from the traditional prac- 
tice of the choir, and now for the first time printed. 

The earlier part of the Service, viz. the Sentences, 
the Exhortation, Confession, and Absolution, were not 
contained in the first Prayer-book ;* but that these 
portions were chanted from their first introduction 
into the Church may be gathered from the tradi- 
tional practice of our cathedral choirs. The musical 
portion of the Service may be properly said to com- 
mence with the versicle, " O Lord, open Thou our

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lips;" which, with the following responses, to the 
words, " Praise ye the Lord," were termed Preces, al- 
though this term properly belongs only to the versicles 
between the Creed and the Collect for the day.* 
These portions of the Service were variously har- 
monized by the principal Church-musicians of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries ; and specimens 
are contained in John Barnard's First Book of Se- 
lected Church Mustek, 1641. In these arrangements 
the plain-chant is invariably the same. 

It is a common mistake to suppose that the har- 
monies of the responses, in use at the various cathe- 
drals, are mere simplifications of those of the sublime 
Tallis. They are essentially different, and, in some 
cases, of greater antiquity. 

The harmonized responses of Tallis were not in- 
tended for daily use. In Edward Lowe's Directions 
for the Performance of Cathedral Service, 1664, f they 
are subjoined to the ordinary responses, and are called 
** Extraordinary Responsals upon Festivals." The 
proper usage of the Church of England is to per-

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form the ordinary responses and Litany upon the 
week-days, and to reserve those of Tallis for parti- 
cular occasions, — thus making a marked distinction 
between the daily service and the great festivals of 
the Church. 

Hie present publication contains the complete 
choral mode for the Order of Morning and Evening 
Prayer, with the Creed of St. Athanasius, and the 
Litany; also such rubrical and other directions as 
relate to their performance. 

The Te Deum, Jubilate, Magnificat, Nunc dimittis, 
&c. sung after the Lessons at Morning and Evening 
Prayer, are not given, being variously set to music, 
and changed daily. The Venite exultemus, and Psalms 
for the day (sung to varied chants), are omitted for 
the same reason.
